THE CONDITION OF THE INTER- 
PKOVINCIAL STEAMERS. 

Tlio controversy tlmi has arisen over k 
few queBtions propnuiulod by us with the 
object of ascertaining thb adaptability for 
their work of the steamers that ply be- 
tweoa the ports of the Province is likely 
to bo productive of good results. We 
have refrained from saying that the beats 
are unworthy to be entrusted with the 
lives and property of citizens; but we have 
not hesitated to ask for suoh informution 
as to their condition as would justify us 
in pronouncing them «ll they ought 
to be. The information is sought in the 
interest of the public at large— that public 
■who support the lines, and -who have, 
therefore, the best right to. know that ia 
doing so they €o not jeopardise either life 
or merchandise. Is there anything dero- 
gatory to the charao'er of the boats, their 
offlt^ers, or their owners in (.sking for these 
assurances ? Does a oupitalist entrust his 
gold to a monetary institutiou before he 
issati-fleditisperfeutly solvent? Is it 
coDHidered a reflection upoD a customer 3 
charaoler that a Victoria merchant, before 
he will sell him a bill of goods, reqmn s 
to be a-sured of his bona fides— bis bus- 
iness responsibility or per-onal roH|jeota- 
biliiy? I« it deroga'orv to a businessman s 
good name if ho is asked to procure un 
endorser before bo cau have a bill dis- 
oouniod ? And do the Banks .©f British 
Columbia and North America consider 
that a shadow is tlirown on their good 
name becaiue they are required by the 
Government to publish quarterly state- 
ments of their assets and liabilities ? The 
inter-Proviuoial steamers may be as 
staunch and reliable boats as, could be 
pi oi;ured ; but i»should not ;be;regarded 
as a crime or un insnlt to ask for the very 
bjst ttisiirauco on that head. While on 
shore wo hedge our^ielves in with ever.y 
possiible precaution agnin-t loss in busi- 
ness Nothing is taken for granted; and 
none but a fool or rogue flies into a pas- 
sion when asked for seourity. Are the 
public, when they go to ses,-- expected to 
set a.iida all the ordinary rules that regu- 
late tiiem (in laud ? Are they not to • be 
permiited to ask if the boat to which they 
entrust their lives is at least- as safe as the 
biuk to which they entrust their funds? 
For thfl wght of the public to bo furnished 
■with that Hssurance we oontemi; ami it 
ought to be .a cheerful task for the sieam 
boat owners' to give it. We may be par- 
doned for again referring to the lost Puoi 
fic. When we threw doulit on her 
staunchness the company below withdrew 
tbeir advertisements from The Colonist. 
and one would have thought we had dis 
turbed a hornet's ne^t by the buzzing 
that was heard on every aide. It was as- 
serted that she had been rebuilt from the 
keel ud; that her hull was of live 
oak; tuat ohe had been inspected and bore 
a lirst-cluss certificate; and we could not 
walk the btreet without being told that we 
were perpetrating a great wrong by "pitch 
inp; into " a stauuch steamer. In the light 
of what transpired shortly afterwards ; we 
think we have a right to claim that had 
our warnings been listened to the disaster 
would not have occurred. Alter the 
wreck some of the timbers of the Paciflu 
floated ashore at Beacon Hill and were 
found to be so rotten that they could bo 
picked to pieces by hand Now we do 
not nay that any of the steamers engaged 
in tue inttr-Provinciiil trade are rotten. 
They all carry certifloutes of soundntbs 
from one of tue most conscientious geu 
tlemen connected with the publio sorvieo, 
and we have not thrown doubt on those 
certificates ;but conceding that the boats are 
sound, we ask, in all serioiisnesB, are they 
suited for the trade in which they are em- 
ployed ? The soriert of questions put by 
ns are very nimple; but thoy have lain ten 
days before the public and have not yet 
been answered. We theiefore beg to re- 
peat them: 

"Are the steamers that now ply between 
the ports of th^i Province reliable Kea- 
boats? Can tliey be depended on in caso 
of great emergency ? Are their timbors 
sufficiently btroiig to withstand the force 
of the gales that during the winter 
months sweep with violence along our 
coast? !' , " 

THE FIRST DISCOVERY OF CABS.- 
BOO air ARIZ-PROPHETIC 

" JONAH." 

In his letter of August 6th, 1863, our 
then resid"nt correspondimt on William 
Creek, "Jonah" — which was published in 
Thb CoiiONisT of the 2Uth of the same 
month— ^aid: 

irisB QUABTzmsborBB;. 
. "I have f^duiTed the following informa- 
tion from the parties interested in this 
the most import mt of all discoveries, if 
triie. Considerable exci emoiit was created 
heie (William Creok) about a week ago, 
in consequence of the rumored discovery 
of a very rich quartz lode. It appears thut 
an Australian m ner named Koyutou, 
while travelling from Red gulch to this 
place, ci>me across a quartz lode in which 
gold was plainly discernublo. He chip- 
ped off a number of specimens which he 
showed to three of our residents who gave 
bim oonditioual notes for fifteen handred 
dollarx, payable when they (the residents) 
were satisfied that the lode proved aa rich 
as ha represented it. Two of the parties 
started out in the night with the discorcr- 
er, and on their return brought in mote 
of the rich quartz. A company of twoufy- 
threa wos formed at onco, and mea- 
sures taken to eocure the ground. In the 
meantime the location becoming known 
from the rocordH, aomo two hundred mi- 
ners started for the place and failed to 
see gold hticking out of or covering the 
the reef; and, also, finding tliat the com 
pany had secured the location, returned 
declaring the whole thing a humbug. 
Some oven nent so far as to state that the 
speoimoos came from OnHforuia. The 
company, however, arc very sanquiuo and 
have men at work sinking below tho rich 
spot found in the croppings. fcShould 
their antioipatioDS bo realized, it ia im- 
pouible to ovtrdte the impgrtance of ihii dit'

QUARTZ. 

Our Mines, and their Requirements. 

Editou CoijOnist:— Heretofore mining 
enteiyrises in BritisthColumbia have been 
principally confined to alluvial workings 
by Hiniill companies, whoso capital requir- 
ed more of a labor reprosentativo tliau 
actual cash for tho dovolopraoot of tho 
mines. That the miners of British Col- 
umbia have not, in many cases in deep 
gravel mining, expended large amounts 
in cash, as well as having spent years of 
toll in endeavoring to open claims in tho 
several oreelts and gulches in Curlboo, 
would be an odium unworthy of their un- 
tiring energy nnd perseverance. Many 
have made fortunes and left the country, 
und many, enchanted by the smiles of 
DameFoitune.upuo whom.in tho palming 
days of Cariboo she had lavishiogly be- 
stowed her favors, have since, for years, 
been seeking in other places to find hor 
golden temple, but have .'•pent their last 
dollar in tho fruitless pursuit. Others, 
though not the less energetic, have toiled 
for years, and endured privations, still 
hoping for tho better, manfully coiitei.d- 
ing aguinst ill luck, until their vigor 
became Impaired by repeated disappoint- 
ments and blighted hopus. Oiht-r.-, with 
iron constitutions, have struggled bravely 
ogiiinat tho tide adveise to fortune, and, 
alibough the bright picture of home und 
hatipiness lia-j long since hcoomu dim to 
thiir imaginative vision, the determina- 
tions of yet making their "pile»" or dying 
in the pursuit, is ttieir firmrei-olve. SucLi 
men as tho.'^o are patriots to British Col 
umliia, worthy of a ricli reward. Histnry 
proudly vaunts the names of Alarco Pulo, 
Van Noort, Oartier, Colombo and Cabot-i, 
as uauiical explorers, to whom tho world 
is indebted for great and important dis- 
ooveriea; whose names are banded down 
to poaterity as examples of liardihood, 
bravery and perseverance. 

Though no place in history's page is 
given to the miners of British Columbia 
they too are explorers, whose undaunted 
Qourage has left its marks on the sori'll of 
oivilizatiun. Each miner is a history in 
himself; a life of "up's: ah^^^downV," 
fortune and peouty; a record of frontier 
life; a self-supporter, exploring and de- 
vrlopiiig tho wilda of Biiiish Columbia, 
wliich entitle him to a just consideration, 
if not a sharo to the honors of these 
explorers who were equipped by Govern- 
ments, and backed by royalty in their 
cxpediiions. Thirty yearsago gold mining 
int'aliforuia was but in its infancy Little 
did the early ijioneers of that Eldorado 
think that in tho half of an ordinary life- 
time 'omo of its citizens would be looke.l 
:ipon by the -world as the leading kings of 
wealth. The silver mines of Nevada gave 
afresh impetustospeculaiion. Men took 
chauoes, and the result is San Fraucitco 
lias Its Bonanza Kings, whose power in 
wealth bids fair to dictate to Princes an. I 
manipulate imperial loans. Not .yet tv,-o 
decades have passed rinco the discovery 
of gold in British Colnmbia, and. ever 
since, in the speculative mind, it has becu 
the thought that immense goldou trea- 
hures oxiMied in tho hidden quartz reels; 
but until recently the realization had nut 
visibly begun to dawn. Now it is nbovo 
the horizon of imaginary doubt. Euoeut 
developments have dispelled tho cloud 
which long had obscured the golden rays 
that now open up the road to more san- 
guine hope, wliioh will gild a now era 
of proBiiei ity to Britisli Columbia, nuJ 
that portion which has boim tornied " a 
:ca of inhoHpitablo uiDuntains " will yet 
^poak from its golden bids iind have a 
voice in the world's oxcht-qiier, a rival of 
the rich mines of Mexico, Galiforuia and 
Nevada. As our quartz'mmes now stand 
they uro like a npoaking automaton. — 
dnmb, without the mechanism set in mo- 
tion to m.iko iturticnlate, CM'iTALis the 
mechanism or moving power to make 
them cpeak, and where i-iit ? Where can 
it ho hud ? The bcKgui ly cry, "we mu.it 
have foreian eaiiital," is nothing,, more 
than a deceptive Ir.impeter to blow tho 
alarm to prevont the nmnv Dpfu- cent. bank 
(lepiiSitor.-i in Vimoriu from Iiliin;^ the'r 
funds Wo have ovor li mil ion dolLirs lying 
in our banks on 5 per cent, deposit,aud for 
wh.ii? VVuiiing u chanco to invest. Sau 
Francisco has its millionaires; but they 
never gained the title by leaving money 
on live per cent, deposits when n chunct! 
ofTered for in vcBtwont. No doubt that 
eapitftl will come from San Fran'-;i^co for 
investment in our quartz iniiuis; Init if it 
do'4K,aud tho mines prove rich, millions 
of money will go thence from British Col 
umbin, adding more to tho quota of San 
i*rsnoisou'a milliotifti'^^e^tvWaila the 5 per 
cent, men of Victoria will never raiso 
sbove that cdass designated us tho petty 
money lenders. Foreigners who invest 
in our mining enterprises may revel in 
riches, tho product of tho country, which 
residents allowed to slip from their grasp 
by having both .hands too closely ocojpi- 
od in clutching their mouldy coin. The 
minors of Cariboo arc poor in pocket, but 
rich in enterprise and pluck and require 
a helping hand. There surely ought not 
to be n mah iu the country "with soul so 
dead" as not to take aohance.in aiding in 
the development of our quartz mines. 
Mining Btooks will soon bo jnit on the 
market und capital is needed. Thut a 
large portion of tho stock can bo taken in 
BritiHh Columbia is beyond conjecture, 
au'l whether a failure or not, do not 1 i 
it go bagging to a foreign door while a 
million doliuis lio in the banks imploring 
relesb* from long locked np caiitivity.

The Condition of our Tiiterprovincial 
Steamers. 

(Neu) Westminster Ilerahi.) 
Tho Colonist has taken up tlio question 
of the seaworthiness of tho iiiUtorprise, 
and others of our Provincial stoamers. 
• • • Of tho vessels named by our con- 
temporary wo can give an opinion only 
with respect to two-r-the Enterprise and 
tho Ada. The lost named is nearly no\y, 
strongly built, has very little top-hamper, 
aud is au excellent sea boat. Tlio Enter- 
prise, on the contrary, is old, never wall a 
strong boat, aud is oncumberod with a 
deck house and walking beam. That she 
is unable to face anything like a gale of 
wind is notorious; and, in fact, that she 
is afloat to-day is owing to tho fact that 
her officers have been both skilful and 
careful. But oven if we could assume 
(and wo have no right to do so) that tho 
vessel bears "a charmed life" — that in the 
future as in the past, she will always find 
a sheltered nook in whioh to ride out 
storms in safety — tho fact would still re- 
main that she cannot bo lolied on to make 
regular trips, exceiit when the weather is 
tlno. In this way considerable inoonveni- 
once is inflicted on tho travelling public 
and on tbo business community, and those 
who happen to have friends on board are 
frequently subjected to great anxiety. 
When we agitated this ^[uestion two years 
ago, a sort of semi-official announcement 
appeared iu tho Victoria papers to the 
(ffect that tho company was about to place 
a now boat on the route; but if they had 
any such intention, they appear to have 
abandoned it. Our representatives at Ot- 
tawa should see that the suitableness of 
the vessel for the service in which she is 
employed be considered in the granting 
of mail oontracts for the futur^.

— A convention 
of the Public School Inspectors was hold 
at Kingston on the 9th November, There 
were present Messrs. Blair, Greuville; 
Slack, Lauiuk; Glashan, Ottawa; Piatt, 
Prince Edward; Burrows, Lennox; Meln- 
todh, Haslings; Prof. Dawson, Bellville; 
Principal MeCabo, Normal School, Otta- 
wa; Agnew, Frontouaj; Kidd, Kingston, 
and Mr. Jessop, Superiutendont of Edu- 
cation, British Columbia, as visitor. Tho 
morning was spent in the introduction by 
Mr. Piatt of his method of inspecting n 
school, and a discussion on the recant re- 
gulations of tho Department of Public In- 
struction, introduced by Mr. Mcintosh.

J This is said 
to havo happened not onco or twice, but 
at least fifty times, while they hn.vo beou 
blindly paying money without witnessing 
any result. In tho moautime Keely, from 
being a poor chair vuruirther, has luade a 
good thing of it for himself, and lives 
luxuriously in afine house on theprineiple 
street. Lejss.than two weeks jtgo a meet- 
ing was held at Keely 's workshop, at 
which several prominent New York btock 
holders were presout. After keepiug 
them waiting until nearly midnight, 
Keely stated he could do nothing, so that 
they were forced to return as wise as they 
came. 



The New York Graphic professes to havo 
detailed-a repre.-<eutative'tb'" inquire into 
the merits of the Keely Motor. The con- 
clusion arrived iat,ft-we are told, after 
patient investigation-,' is tbait it was a huge 
swindle. 

Several of the most eminent mechani- 
cal engineers, says the article, have been 
suited; among others, one who has 
been employed by Keely to aid him, and 
who does not hesitate to declare the whole 
thing a decoptioo, without any scientific 
merit whatever. 

It ii stated thftt as far buck as 1871, 
John W. Keely, who was at that time a 
varnisher of furniture in Philadelphia, 
inserted an advertisement in a newspaper, 
claiming that ho had invented or discover- 
ed a new motive power. This v^os said to 
consist of a hollow sphere which revolved 
rapidly, and aa Keely declared, automat- 
ically. As it was well known that Keely 
was not a practical mechanic, and had led 
a somewhat adventurous life, having been 
ei*gaged in varioUH pursuits, his state- 
ments were received with some caution. 
The affair seems to have been a kind of 
perpetual motion sohorao, and as it was of 
no practical use it soon lost its intersst. 

The next thing Keely attempted, we are 
informed, was a hydraulic motor whioh 
he termed a "hydro-pneumatic pulsating 
vacuum engine," In this he claimed that 
the only force exerted on the machine 
was water from an ordinary hydrant; 
that this water had to create a vacuum in 
the macliine, had to actuate a pulsating 
diaphragm, had to operate a piston in a 
cylinder, to raise weights and to turn a 
crank shaft, whioh in plain terms was to 
give out more power than tho water itself 
possessed. This scheme b.ised upon a 
contradiction of all physical laws, on ex- 
amination by competent experts, was pro- 
nounced utterly fallacious. In fact, a 
well-known engineer, it is stated, want so 
far »B to call Keely's previous "globe 
motor" a triok,'and the "hydro-pneumatic 
eTigino" a complete humbug. Ho also 
advised a number of capitalints who con- 
sulted him not to spend a cent ou those 
schemes. This advice they gladly accept- 
ed, although there were others not so 
prudent. 

About this limeKeely applied tot 8 patent 
of the 'hydro-pneumatio' engine.the draw- 
ings for which were filed. At the request 
of his counsel the authorities dispensed 
with a model first, but subsequently they 
of course demanded a complete working 
model. It is the custom of the Patent 
Office authorities, when an application for 
a patent is of doubtful praotioability, or 
based upon what is believed to be a 
fallacy, to refUHO to exauiine the case until 
a working model is furnished. This was 
never douo in Keely's case, aud tho appli- 
cation for the "hydro-pnouinatic pulsating 
vacuum engine" was thereby, under the 
law, abandoned as impracticable. 

Notwithstanding these two signal foil- 
urcB of Keoly, condemned alike by the 
Patent Ollieo authorities and responsible 
scienti.--ts, whenever an application for a 
pati nt is of doubtful pra :ticobility,be lo k 
tv new departure and soon annouuced that 
lie had, at last, discovered a now motive 
power, whioh would entirely supersede 
Bi earn. This he termed tho ' 'Keely Motor," 
evolved by "expulsion by a multiplicator 
or generator" without tho aid of "any 
chemical compound, heat, electricity, or 
galvanic-action." Tho only means he em- 
ployed, according to his own iicoount, 
was "the introduction of atmosphoTio air, 
a limited quantity of natural water direct 
from a hydrant ut no greater than the 
cirdiuary hydrant presauro, and the ma- 
chine itself, which is simply a mechanical 
structure." By ihis simple proceeding 
be claimed to be able to send a train of 
cars from Philadelphia to New York, the 
sole motive power being a quart of water 
in his "multiplio..tor," whioh ]>roduced u 
"vaporic suhntancp haviug nu olaatio 
ouergy of 10,000 pounds to the square 
inch.'' To develop this invention a 
company was formed, tbo stock being 
liberally subscribed for, and Keely was 
told to go ahead. . - 

His first apparatus was' a "muHiplioa- 
tor or generator." This ho afterwards 
abandoned for a large generator, whioh 
was fitted up at great expouso. In fact, 
it is stated upon reliable authority that 
during tho six years in which Keely has 
been taking his machine apart and potting 
it togather again without any practical 
losult bo has received at least a 
very large amount of money from his 
stookholderH, as tho capital stock of tho 
concern is $1,000,000. In operating tho 
maobioo, according to tho report of tho 
Motor Company's attorney, Keely attaches 
a pipe "to an ordinary hydrant, having 
a proBsuro of twi nty-sii pounds to tho 
square inch, having first blown from his
